1. Hetween February 1952 and 24 July 1952, 1,190 empty gasoline drums were 
veturned to China from Vietnam by way of Thuy Khan. ‘The. ‘Democratic 
_ Republic of Vietnam (DRV) transport services still have 270 empty drums. 
Three hundred and eighteen drums are re-usable. On the basis of these 
three figures, it is estimated that at least 374,000 liters of pasoline 
were delivered to the DRV by the Chinese Communists during this period. 


2. On 12 July 1952, “15 tons of 60 mm. shells were sent to Ban Nhom (166-33; 
22~53) and 1) ons of sheet iron to Ben Hien.
